And as he has beftowed mere thoughts 
upon it, than he will probably ever do 
again, he fets them down upon paper, 
that if any of them ftiQuld appear uot 
fuitable to your prefent tafte and ca- 
pacity, they may remain.w-a piSure of 
your father's featinaents hereafter,; when 
he flialL be no longer able, to inftnj^ 
you by word of mouth, aad may ferv*

your obfervations upon the world you 
are to •converfe with. ■ . 

Should this fpirit of divifion and anir 
mofity go forth- into all parts of tbs 
kingdom, who can tell the worft of 
its confequences ? As yet, I hope, it 
is confined to this fpot ; forperfonssl 
B 2 ■ adif- 
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a diftance, to whom I have mentioned 
our dubs, could Icarce beliere md that 
an afloir of that nature was carried on 
with fo much eameftnefs as I fee it is ; 
or that the antiquated names of Whig 
and Ttxy, diftinguiihed here by the 
names of Yellow and Blue, are ftill in 
vt^e in any corner of the country. 
If the contagion fpreads no further, no 
thanks to thofe who are indefatigable 
in gaining profdytes, and do all they 
can to fcatter groundlefs terrors, that 
may be productive of real mifchiefs. 

- The danger moft to be apprehended, 
is that of being made to look upon one 
another as dangerous. This, if it once 
bacarae genera], would deprive us of 
that vigoBT and unanimity neceffary to 
defend our juft rights againft a foreign 
rival, who is always plotting to under- 
mine us, who makes no fcruple to car- 
ry on hoftilities under the malk of 
peace, and has a<5i;ually feized upon a 
part of his majefty's territories : it 
would dilcourage all application and 
honeft induftiy. in any trade or pro- 
feffionj 
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feffion ; when the phyfician, or coun- 
cil, the mechanic, or fliopkeeper, muft 
not expefl to be reforted to for hisfkill, 
or expertnefs, or the goodnefs of his 
wares, but for the ftaunchnefs of his 
politics : it would fpoil good neigh- 
bourhood, by making every one Qiy 
^d jealous of all around him : it would 
take away that laft mark of liberty, 
freedom of thought ; when a man muft 
not prefume to think well or ill of any 
public meafure, for fear of difgufting, 
and almoft quarrelling with, the com- 
pany, and forfeiting his credit with 
them for common fenfe and conunon 
honefty. 

But, God be thanked, we have not 
now fo many domeftic enemies, fo 
many lurking ferpents within our doorsj 
as that we need to af&ight ourfelves; 
I am fully perfuaded there is no con- 
fiderable number of perfons, who would 
wi(h to fubvert Our happy conftitution 
either in church or ftate. We have read 
in hiftory, and heard from our fathers, 
of cruel difientions that have torn to 
pieces. 
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jaeces, and almoft ruined, this kingr 
dom in former times ; from whence 
fonie, in thefe remote parte, have taken 
the panic, and revived the ancient 
nanies of Whig and Tory, without fuf- 
fieiently confidfcring their import j whidi 
is fo Uttle known by the generality 
here, that among ten perfons you may 
often find them giving nine diilerent 
defcriptions. 

Wherefore to prevent your being en- 
chanted by founds, roy dear child, and 
having your palTiotis engaged unadvif- 
fdly; by meer words, before you tho- 
roughly underhand the meaning of 
them, in cafe the fame marks of dif- 
tinfljon fliould be continued or renewed 
again when you enter upsn the flage, 
I fliall endeavour to explain to you the 
oceafions, that firft gave rife to thpfe 
appellations ; the cbasges of fignificar 
tion they have undergone ; and the 
grounds of thofe prefenC.differences ia 
opinion that ftill fubfift among us. 

^ King 
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King 'Jaines I. being of a peaceable, 
timorous difpofition, and extremely, at-* 
tentive to all means of providing for 
his own fecvirity, thought he could n^- 
vet enough inculcate into his fubjeds 
the belief of divine hereditary right, 
and a Icrupulous unreferved obedience 
to the powers which God had fet over, 
them. 

His fucceflbr, a man of religious 
principles and upright intentions, but 
no extraordinary depth of . judgment,! 
having imbibed a ftrong idea of kingly, 
power, from the prejudices of educa- 
tion; and the courtiers, who were moft 
of them young. men, having heard>no 
other dodtine encouraged or defended 
within their memories ; believed in 
good earneft what had before been 
rented through craft and caution. 

' - In coiifequence of this perfuafian,' 
ibme advances were made towards.ar- 
bitrary pbwer, and Ibme attempts, to 
raifcr money without the concurrence of 
parliament. 
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parliament. The pulpit was employed 
tojuftify the proceedings of the court, 
and enforce an entire fubmilEon to 
whatever fliould come from the throne, 
under pain of damnation. The church- 
men, being highly favoured by the 
king, both upon principle, and fiom 
their falling with all their weight into 
his meafures, "took this advantage of 
extending their own authority, in pro- 
portion to the royal prerogative. 

When things were carrying to fuch 
lengths, it nacarally raifed Up another 
fet of men, who were as violent and 
unreafonable in the contrary extreme. 
They prevailed fo far as to abolifli both 
monarchy and epifcopacy, and over.^ 
tiun the whole conftitution from its 
very balls. 

The nation was now reduced to an 
unnatural ftate, which it could not 
long endure. But when once an in- 
clination appeared of reftoring the an- 
cient form of government, every one, 
being confcious that he had fome way 
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or other joined in aSs which had made 
him obnoxious to the law, and for- 
feitures of his life and forttme, ran in 
with fuch hafte, to atone for paft of- 
fences, that neither time nor thought 
was taieu for fetdii^ the jnft Hmits be- 
tween jBerogatife atid liberty. 

TherefbtetheoldctinteftsWetequick- 
\j renewed: not by open violence ; for 
people, in general, were grown too wife 
by eScp*ieiK:e, and had fmarfed too fe- 
verely by foruKT confufions; to break 
out into (aril wars; but there were 
contiiTiBil heart-btfrningsand dilputes j 
popiJar commotions 6n one fide ; levere 
profismtions on the other; plots' and 
cabals on both. 

Then it was the names of Whig and 
Tory were firft thrown out; names 
taken from an infignificant rabble of 
rioters and robbers in the mountains of 
Scotland saA hogs oi Ireland ; aytAf be- 
ing invented as terms of reproach; they 
TOuft neceflarily carry a bad fignifica- 
tfon. 

C For 
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Fpr oobpdy would own himftlf to 
Jbe either Whig or Tory : but whoever 
ca}leid his adveriary a Wliig, meant 
ihefeby a perfojci of faSious r^pubhcan 
principles, ap enemy to monarchy, a 
defpiftr of authority ; one, who by en^ 
couraging' fchifms, and diiarming the 
church of all nieans of defence, want- 
.ed to lay her open to the malice of het 
enemies, and to ftrip her of all decency 
and order, under the notion of a rag 
X)f popery. . _ 

On the other hand, by a Tory wa? 
underftopd, an upholder of delpotic. 
power, who would reduce the people 
into ilavery by the dodlrines of paffivp 
obedience and non-reiiftance ; a hot 
headed bigot, who would pcrfecute, if 
not by fire ^nd faggot, at leaft by fine 
apd imprifonment, all thait prefumed 
to difier from him, and ereQ a papaji 
^^ranny over the confciences of man- 
kind, 

, ■ , ■ . "h 
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In the! fcflowing rJrfgrt tlie king's' 
zerffor his rtligian having OTer-pbWer- 
ed aA confideratiom of la*, pohcy, of . 
the funaa«i«rfa{ rights of hb pfeft^fe J 
every 'BoJy' bteame fenfiHt thdf an ex- 
traordinary remedy rhtaff 6e afifliid t6 
fiich an extraordinary cafe, -which eouli 
hot be provided for, tecanfe it C6tiid! 
not be forefeen, in the 6aMnl'g of <Mt 
tonflitutipni 

And though the partffans fbt Wittiy 
were principals in the jretdtition^ their 
antagonifts, and even the cEiJrcn itfeJ^ 
joined ot acquieictd in the fi+eWl flepi 
taken to prbihote it. The 6hiy diffe- 
rence between them . was; r Whtther 
terms ihould be made vVitfifthE! ftin^, 
or the crown be placed orf" aiiothSif 
head : for thofe who held that here- 
ditary right was divine, concluded it 
therefore to be indefeafible ; beeaufe 
what God had eftablifhed, no humajt 
authority, nor any aft of the party hiA- 
felf, could defeat. 

C 3 This 
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• This difficulty was quickly got over ; 
and both parties, having aded tc^ether^ 
in the &me undertaking, became lefs 
exafperated againft one another, each 
laying afide thofe rigorous tenets that 
had been the principal fources of ani- 
inofity between them. For paffiye o- 
bedience muft of courfe fall to the 
ground with divine right, whereon it 
was founded, compulfion of confcience 
was difavowed, or not infifted on. On 
the other fide, toleration only was 
eranted.; the church was left in poflef- 
fion of her tefts, which barred the . 
doors of power and preferment againft 
any of whom fhe might be afraid ; and 
as dole a regard as poffible was paid 
to hereditary right, by fettling the 
fucceffion in the neareft proteftant 
line. , ; ■ 

. By this tiine people wer« familia- 
rifed to the names of Whig and Tory ; 
l^e that was .called by either would 
arifwer to the name ; and what were 
firft thrown out as terms of obloquy, 
: , became 
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became creditable appellations : they 
muft npw therefore have a favourable 
conAnidion, for had they borne any 
other, no man would have taken them 
upon himfelf. 

As the prpfperity of this nation was 
feen to depend upon the eftablifliment 
then' fettled in church and ftate, 4 
Whig was he that took upon himfelf 
to guard the latter againft all attempts 
that. might be made to undermine it; 
and a Tory was he, that applied his 
vigilance to prevent any encroachments 
upon the former, ; 

But the old leven of difcord being 
not quite exhaufted, there were ftill 
difputes andjealoufies between the par- 
ties ; there were continual ftruggles to 
gain an afcendant in the cabinet and 
.the parliament, each ' fufpeited the o- 
ther were preparing to become affail* 
ants under colour of felf-defence : a- 
larms were railed of bringing in the 
Pretender, , apd mobs were taught to 
cry out, The chprch.i? in danger! 
.i ' By 
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Bjr the Hefflftg ef HeSven, and our 
own bappy experience, thefe bones of 
contention are no* entirely removed } 
we are unanimous in upliolding the 
form of government, under which we 
have fo long flouriflied in credit abroad, 
and plenty at hortte : the church aims 
at no more power than is necef&ry for 
her fupport, and cohfequtotly is neither 
dreaded or hated by thofe who cannot 
join with her. 

Therefore, if the words are to be 
underftood in their -firft opprobrious 
fenfe, there is neither Whig nor Tory 
among us ; if in their mildtr conftruc- 
-tion, wherein -the bearers were willing 
to own them, 1 hope there are few in 
, thefe kingdoms who are not both. 

There are indeed fome contefts ful>- 
fifting among us, but theft turn upon 
a new point: it is evident the moft 
perfeiS plan of g6Vernment cannot an- 
Iwer the end domplcatlyi ' unlefs it be 
rightly executed. The ^tifeftion theA 

is, 
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is, vybether our affairs are well or ill 
adminiftcred ; our country |}roduces 
more perfons of great talents than there 
Are pofts to employ them : if. thofe in 
poffeffion are the more worthy, every 
one will allow they ought to be fup^ 
ported ; if the lefs worthy, they oug^t 
tpgive place to their competitors. 

Hence the latter are perpetually 
charging the former with incapacity, 
ill management, and ufing undue in- 
fluences to fecure an authority they 
could not maintain by their merit, 
Thele ^gain charge their rivals with 
endeavouring to perplex and embroil 
affairs, in order to render themfelves 
necellary ; each fpreads his claim to 
fuperior ability and integrity among 
his dependents, his friends, and ac- 
quaintance, and labours to intereft the 
public on his fide by l;arangues and 
pamphlets. By this means the nation 
is become divided into two {e&s, I 
had rather call them, than parties, for 
the dilpute is carried on with little 
more 
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Mote warmth than is often feen upon 
points of fpeculation. 

The motives leading men to take 
either fide of the queftion are various. 
Tome, fprung from families in the old 
Tory intereft, are Ijred up in a here- 
ditaiy diflike of all to whom the heJm 
of government has been handed down 
from a fet of the oppofite denomina- 
tion. 

Some have taken a diftafte to parti- ' 
ciilar perfons in power, or have a 
knowledge and high opinion of others 
out of it ; therefore nothing can be 
right that is done by the former, or 
that is not done by the latter. 

The noble fpirit of liberty, fo natu- 
ral to this nation, milleads many into 
a fpirit of contradiflion ; they look 
iipon all tame and quiet fubmiflion to 
the dire<ai6n of others, as the mark of 
an abjeft flavifli dilpofition : they ar- 
raign the proceedings of a government 
to (hew they dare to {peak their minds ; 

- ,|tey 
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they are fond of attacking peribns in 
the higheft ftation, to convince the 
world 3iey are afraid of no man. 

Others are afiefled with the gloomi- 
nefs of our climate, which, too fre- 
quently, m^es us reftlefs and dillatis- 
fied with all about us. A man of this 
melancholy temperament, is always in 
the oppofition ; it is impoffible for any 
miniftry to pleafe or find excufe with 
him : for if any alterations Ihould 
happen, as we have feen feveral within 
thefe late years, the very perfons who 
were high in his.efteera for capacity and 
probity before, lofe their charader in 
both refpefts, when once they come into 
play ; as if there were fomething ma- 
lignant in the air of power, that blafted 
the talents, and tainted the integrity 
of every one who breathed it. 

If this were true, methinks' one 

woyld wilh an adminiftration might 

never be changed, for fear the infedion 

fliould go round among all our gentle- 

D men. 
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men, till there be neither underftand- 
iDg nor honefty left among usi 

All thefe, who, from whatever caft 
pf mind, exprefc a conftant diflike to . 
the perfons. and proceedings of men in 
power, our neighbours have been 
pleafed to lump under th? pame of 
Tories, or Blues, 

All others, not afluated by that 
principle, it is the fafliion here, to 
entitle Whigs, or Yellows, whofe ge^ 
heral charaderilKc is, an inclination to 
approve and aflift iji the meafures ta- 
ken by thofe whom his Majefty judges 
proper to entruft : but this inchnation 
operates with different force upon dif^ 
ferent perfons, whom I fhall therefore 
diftribute into two claffes, and call 
them, for diftinflion fake, the Modcr 
rate Whigs, and the Violent, or Cour? 
Whigs, 

The Moderate Whigs, are fuch as 

fubmit their inclination to the controul 

of their reaibn ; thejr will not depart 

from 
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from the jiatoral right, inherent in every 
Englifiman, of judging for himfelf m 
matters of publick concern ; but they 
know hoW to diftinguifli between a 
right of judging for onefelf and for 
other people, as alfo between judging 
and pleading a caufe. 

■A judge determines impaitially lipoa 
the evidence before him, he will not 
pronounce at all where he has not fuf* 
ficent information of the cafe ; but to 
come prepared to fupport a particular 
point, to collect the proofs on one 
fide, and overlook or reject thofe on 
the other, is the bufinefi of an advo- 
cate or party. 

Therefore -they will tlot fuffer their 
underftandings to be warped by any 
biafs ; they prefume every man and 
every aflion innocent, till the con^ 
trary is manifefted : they are fteady, 
but not tenacious, in their opinions, 
endeavouring to form them upon 
the beft lights that ' offer ; unmove- 
able by clamour or importunity, but 
.Da al- 
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always open to convifiion ; modeft 
in their decifions, paying a juft defer- 
ence to the fentiments of their com- 
pany, acknowledging themfelves liable 
to miftakes, and ready to embrace 
truth on what quarter foever flie fljall 
appear. 

The Violent Whigs, are thofe in 
whom their inclination is to (land in 
the place of reafon, to be the ground 
of their aflent, the direSor of their 
judgment, and give the colour to all 
appearances. 

Men are drawn into this, as well as 
the contrary extreme, by feveral caules; 
fome elpoule the Jide their fore-fathers 
have ever been noted for adhering to. 

Some, having received favours, are 
fo warmly generous in their gratitude, 
they think they can never do amifs in 
any thing they conceive agreeable to 
their benefaiftorsl 

Some, 
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Some, of lively imaginations, and 
forward hopes, are willing to be in the 
vay of preferment, and baft in the 

n-fliine of power, figuring to thenj- 
felves wonderfiil firuits that will ripen 
under that befaign influence ; or, be- 
ing admitted to the acquaintance of a 
great perfonage, imagine the extolling 
of their friend will redoijnd to their 
own credit; or, valuing tbemlelvea 
upon their poUtenels, love to cut their 
opinions, as well as their cloaths, al- 
ways after the neweft court-iafhioo. 

The greater part, I perfuade mylelf, 
are animated with a laudable zeal for 
his Majefty's honour, which makes 
them a litde too haily in concluding 
every doubt or hefitation, in app-oying 
the condufi of his minifters, as a mark 
of difafFeflion to himfelf. They know 
many things are not of a nature to fall 
under the public cognizance, whence 
they fuppofe every thing is a fecret of 
ftate, wherein no 'private perfon can 
form an opinion; forgetting that fome 
check 
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check is necef&ry to human infirmity, 
that power without controul or reply- 
is tOd much for natsjre to bear, and. 
whit no well-intentioned ttiinifter 
IvouM defire ; for truth and upright- 
nefe never fear the ftrifteft examina- 
-tionj provided it be made with faimeft 
■and ^iidour, and upon a matter where- 
jrito'the eiiquirer can 'have a thorough 
infight^ 

Tliefe oppofite dilpofitions are aot 
' Wtended wfth any raifchievous or very 

troablefome'confequenees Mxmoft odier 

parts of the kingdom ; they only ftrve 
■ lo-^ve a poignancy to difcouric, and 
"feid employment for perlbns of great 
•^leifurey who, being bred to no bufi- 
; nefs or profeffion, ilor having laid in 
"ftifikient ftores of learning to furnifli 
- etitertainment for their thoughts, would 
•feel the time hang heavy upon their 

hands, if it were not for the inexhauft- 

able theme of politics. 

As for the contcfts in corporations, 
I take them to arife chiefly from an- 
other 
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other fource, the ftmggle there is, who 
fliiQl bear the greateft fway in eleSions ; 
and parties are miniAeFial, or antiT 
minifterial by accident, becaufe the^ 
•rivals hare taken the oppofite fide be- 
fore th^tn. • 

I do not imagine the inhabitants ofi 
this county are more contEntious or in- 
flammable . in their conftitutions than 
the refl of our countryman ; nor havp 
they any peculiar caft of mind that 
fhould make them more jealous or 
miflxuftful of one another : a meer 
difference of fentiment cannot make 
them worfe than it does others. The 
Spirit of liberty, and that of loyalty, are 
commendable in themfelves, 'tis then 
only they become blameable, when 
there is any excefs or extravagance in 
the manner of exerting them; and no- 
thing is more likely to carry thofe good 
qualities into excefs and extravagance, 
than dividing ourfelvcs into clubs and 
parties. 

Therefore, 
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Therefore, ^ly fon, have a good 
efteem of your neighbours ; be ready 
to join with them in any. intercourfe of 
fiiendfhip or civiJily ; be glad of every 
opportunily to converfe with them, 
except in their pohtical cluhs and a& 
•fcmblies ;* for there they become quite 
another fort- of perfons, acquiring a 
narrownefs and ferocity that is not in 
their natures. 

Nor do I beheve they would ever 
have run into cabals and party meet- 
ings, if left to their own good fenfe and 
difcretion; but are unwarily drawn 
into them by the repeated infinuations 
of a few crafty perfons, who take ad-- 
vantage of their open generous tempers 
to work private ends of their own, and 
abufing that confidence they are apt 
to place in every one who fhews a face 
of concern for their fecufity, endeavour 
to fet them againft one another with 
the groundlefs terrors of Jacobitifm, 
&naticilm, and miniilerial influence. 

But 
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But'do nbt you Men to their fug- 
geftions, ftiould the &ne little artifice 
be' praiSifcd in your days. Confider 
V^th yourfelf, how imJikc^ it is diere 
fliopid be njany well-wiflias to the 
Pretender among us ; for, bscairie there 
wq-e many Jacobites formerly, it does 
not felldw therg muft be fuch now. 

Some believed themfelves bound, un- 
der the tie of confcience, to favour the 
interdls of a perfbn, to whom th^ had 
Iworii allegiance. Your good church-: 
men were apptehenfive the dil&nteri 
might gain too great a fway in public 
councils, to the detriment, or over- 
throw, of the eftabliihed reli^on. Our. 
people have a natural averfenefs fo fo- 
reigners : they figured to themtlves a: 
king of another communion, who 
would impofe new doilrincs, introduce 
flrange culloms, and overwhelm us 
with an inundation of foreigners, to: 
feize upon every place of truft, or pro-. 
fit, in the kingdom. ' -; . 

E But 
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. But now the tables are tura'd : his 
Majefty has paffid more of his life in 
this, than any other country ; he joins 
in aH our forms, of. worfliip ; he is bjr 
a long and aufpicious reigo become, if 
1 may be pardoned, the exprefEbn, one 
of our Aroiliar acquaintance ;.the. royal 
family are S»g-^. bom ; our offices are 
filled, and our honours enjoyed, by 
our own copntrynieBv ■. J; 

Shall we then, out of meer wanton- 
nefs, -^exchange an indulgent, well- 
known Sovereign, under whofe paterr 
nal care we have grown up, ^or a ftran^ 
ger,. a foreigner, a penfioner of our 
greateft enemies, a perfecutor by re- 
l^ton, whom our eyes have not feen, 
nor our ears fcat<:e ever heard of, but 
withaf&ight? 

.Will the proprietors of thofe im- 
menie fume in the publick funds be 
willing to fee their own, their children, 
or their friends eftates, wip'.d away with 
a fpunge by one, who will urge they 
were 
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were iaifcd iipon an illegal authority,' 
and hy wicked contributions, to keep 
him out of his right ? Nor can they 
hope for any compenfetion by the re- 
dudtion of taxes ; for all will be fcarce 
enough to fatisfy the hianger of thofe 
needy mountaineers, that mufl be in- 
ftruniental towards' bringing him in, 
and repay his good allies the expences 
they mve been^, in maintaining him 
fo long, or in promoting his advance- 
ment. 

Will the owners of abbey-lands, al- 
diough permittedto enjoy Aem dining 
the reigns of his pretended anceftdis, 
think themfelres &fe under an eftablifh- 
ed popery, when fwarms of priefts will 
be perpetually working npdn mere's: 
fcruples, and thofe whom tiiey cannot 
perfuade, they will render infemoiB for 
living on the profits ol ftcrilege, 'tillj 
every poffefibr is either drawn by fear, 
or drove by fhame, to a reftitution.

It is not credible, that any men in' 

their fenfes, fliould be fa in love with 

E 2 ' bigotry 
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bigotry and flavfcry, and fo befotf ed with 
that enarmaus.daiarine of many made 
forme, as to give up thfeir fortunes, 
their liberties; fheir happincfs,; toaper- 
&n who bis no other daim to lord 
oVer them than a .Qoniefed genealogy. 

And if the tbiigi, were dtehtfol in 
itWf, we have lateljsAad-the moift: ir-' 
rcfragableiproof that it jrotfaerwifc in 
fell. We all remember the time mheti 
the young adventurer had penet£atcd 
into the heart of this kingdom, with an 
ariny of Highfahdcis and FnnchtaeH at 
his heels : our inemi^s were iuccefsiul 
abroad, and- had fiHcdierery portimoii 
the continent,, with troeps ajid Jtramfi 
ports t6 pour into\aay chiafc thatihouU 
be opened: for dian. i 

Here wa&a ieft that could not fail, 
of trying how our afie^ons flood ; fiw 
any confiderable commotion or divifion 
- might have tndangeced our ruin. But 
did any perfon of credit or conlequence 
join in die caufe of rebellion ? No, riot 
one : wfaidL is; a certain proof there 
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were very few whofe difpolitions in-* . 
clined them to embrace lb tempdiigaa 
opportunity. '■•■-■■ 

On the other hand, the prefent Dif- 
lencets have nothihg in them to be. 
dreaded : they are a quiet, inoffenfive 
fct of pEOpl^ raifingno out^fcries agatnft 
tfae(imrch>, but often joining with her 
in ffepslling. the attacks mlde agaiiift: 
revealed retigion;':fefaiam writing or: 
ipeaking againft our eflablrflied forms 
and difcipline, ; and fitisfied with the 
pioteiaion afforded thefli, wharefay rfrajr 
can enjoy their feruples in fecuriqr. 
Tint fpinit ofjetithufiallnv .which raiftdi 
ruofamrntniftiom of ^old,. is now all 
drawn off into anothertrhannel by the 
methodifts, where, though it hevtry. 
pernicious to many private perfons, it 
is. not in the leaft dingeroits to Ae 
ftate. , • . : ;i , 

• Nor is minifterial influence fo for- 
midaMe a Sotam affeQ to reptefeht it :• 
if it really were, the bad efefts of it 
«iuft have biefl fevsrely ielt e'er now^ 
- for, 
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for, confidering how long it has been 
complained of, we muft have found 
ourfelves, by this time, in the loweft: 
ftate of poverty and flavery. I will 
riot be fo partial to the great, as to be- 
lieve them angels, fo perfeflly exempt 
from that fondnefs for power, inddent 
fo human nature, as in no inftance ever 
to prefer their oivn interefts before the 
public goodi But foould any dange- 
rous enlargement of the prerogative, 
any encroachment upon the rights of 
the fubjefl:,' be attempted, the country 
would quickly take the alarm. Or 
ihould fteps be taken that had a re- 
mote tendency to thofe pernicious con- 
fequences, -there are difceming perfons 
enough, tdio would ufe that freedom 
offpeech, and of the ptefs, which .we 
enjoy beyond moft nations under the 
fon, to open the eyes of their com- 
patriots. 

And when meafures are purfuing 
wherein the country does not acquiefce, 
it Wants neither courage nor abSity to 
interpofe efiedually, and, that without: 

riot 
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liofor fedition'i without tiddng illegal 
or unwarrantable methods ; of which 
we have two remarkable inilanccs in 
the^ excife fchetae, and the ■ jfaoj afl:. 

It is nothing to mjrputpofe, whe- 
ther the popul^ notions upon either df 
thofe two cafts were right or wrong f 
I produce them only to fliew there is 
{o much of demociacy in. our confti- 
tuttojij tha^ _ wljenever; die people do; 
but fasicy aTneafui;e inexpedient, tliey 
can le&ify it without violence or dil»: 
turbances,. fmcerly \by declaring their^ 
feritimehts'i for the bare voice of the 
people, when it is general, carries, a; 
force that no power nor influence .<an 
refill.; \-:. . 

Nor is this voice lefi frequently ex-; 
erted in the fcrvice of the crown, than 
of the people.' When rebellion was 
darting upon us like Ughtening, what 
waa it that put fo fudden a flop to its 
progrefs, but that univerfal cry of. 
loyalty that echoed from every. corner, 
of the kingdom ?. And at this very in-. 
flant, 
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ftant, I take it to contrijnite not a Ikxle 
towards ftrengtHening his Majeity's 
hands, and quickening hrs aimamcnrs, 
or adding weight to his iiegociations, 
that we are all unanimous as one man 
IB expccffing^a; juft dndignation againft 
the inwadors; of our rights andpoflef- 
£om; ,'■.■-: 

jButthefcrce q£this voice lies vibolly 
injits. being ^.general)-, which it cgn ne- 
ver Tacjiinlefs: when prompted hytrea- 
Ibn ; for-the roadofrreafoA' is Oheit hut 
the. lapses, of-pafiioiibajc. Jnfiaitsu a 
rainnber of -.pcoplE may atgug.aiMatter 
over, coolly- tagethet tifl thej" agree in 
fome one opinion'; their decifiott way 
fometinies be erroneous in things of:

if each man is wedded to prejudice* of' 
his own, they, can never come to any 
agreement.: wherefore it is of the ut- 
moft importance tofecure, as much .as 
poffible, this m.<in pillar of government, 
and bulwark of liberty, by; teaching 

the 
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the people unaBunity, and to make 
the beft ufe of their )inderflandmgs. 

But forming them into clubs and ca- 
bals, is not the way to improve their 
faculties much: wl^t advancement in 
the art of reafoning is to be expefled 
from fuch academies ? where a whilper 
is to pafs for evidence, a news-paper 
for a record of court, ; and an idle re- 
port, from I know not whom, to carry 
the authority of golpd; where clar 
mour ftands in the place of argument, 
polltivenefs is taken for certainty, an4 
party maxims are received as firil prin- 
ci[Jes not to be controverted. The lec- 
tures read there are tnore likely to in- 
flame the pafiions, than dear the eye of 
the mind ; they are calculated for: the 
benefit of the profeflbr, rather than of 
the fcholars ; for, by throwing them off 
their gilard, they lay them open to any 
imprefllons that may beft anfwer his 
■ cwn lilfifli ends. , 

. Party rage, lays a judldous author, 

is the madnefs of many for the gain of a 

F few i 
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few ; and fure it is venturing too much, 
to gratify the leaders of a cabal at the 
hazard of lofing one's wits in their fer- 



I wifli the members of our two fo- 
cieties would cdnfider ferioufly, thecon- 
feqnences of what they are doing ; how 
fatal it would prove to their own true 
interefts, to the profperity of their 
country, and to the public peacfc, if this 
humour Ihould fp'read throughout the 
nation. Let themrefleft, that while 
they thmk only of enjoying themfdvra 
in a feleS company they like, they are 
unwarily fowing the feeds of dilcord, 
conftfion, and civil war ; befides, they 
deliafe themfelves below their inferiors 
by entering into thefe confortfliips : a 
man of ftrong fpirits and warm confti- 
tution, may outfhine them without 
the tenth part of their learning or en- 
dovnnents. 

For a few talents, and a very fmall 

flock of knowledge, will do to make a 

figure in a club ; there needs no more 
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of oratory,thanlou4nefi arid vehemence J 
of logic, than heat ind confidence ; or 
of.politics, than a quicknefs of inven- 
tion at fcandal, arid a myfterious.fo.-: 
lemnity bfexpreffion'j and for toafting 
of pfofer heilths, .the prindpa^ quali- 
fication, a good voice and a good Iwal-, 
]o* are all that is'requifite, .; ^ ■ 

. " He may fetch his ftqres pf argument 
fi-om "the . .dafly" papers p^. jj^agaz^es^ 
and if^: frelh- inaiter is not ^dy . fiig- 
gefted, he, may repeat the feme, obfer-, 
vations and the fame wit, over and over 
again at every, cliib ;". for a.pjirty jeftif, 
never- worn . thread-bare, an'dVa .party^ 
argument neyer_ajifwered, even when 
if is'cbnfuted-' - ,;._'. ..•..,•. ..',, 

.' ,Wheh Iris riameis once upi' he may 
hope foi- benefits refulting therefrom, 
that he coiild never have acquired by 
the ordinary methods of induftry and 
application-; clients and cuftbmers will 
flock in apace ; for to be fure every 
member will employ an honeft cock of 
the club, without further enquiry into 
F 2 his 
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his charafler, and recommend him, 
with all his might, to preferment. 

Are thirS any perfons of fuperior 
iiierit, upon, th6 fime Kne of life with 
himfelfi that ibmd in his way ? How 
eafy fe. it 10 fupplarit them with -an au- 
ditory alteady prepoffefled in their dif- 
&vour ? For' when people are drawn 
into a folly, they naturally take a dif- 
tafte ta all who will not join to keep 
them in countenance t any litde alper- 
fibh ,vwli fix a'blpt in the efcutchcon of 
thdle'they diflike, every furmife ot 
conjedlure \yill.be received with greedi- 
_ iiefs, efppcially when delivered by one 
■liiliiom'they are ufed to look upon as an 
ttatlt ; . for he thk can difcern the fe- 
veral interefts of a whole nation, orfe- 
netrate into the mpft fecret defigns of 
a riiiniftry, many times, perhaps with 
^Icater.exaftnefsthan theminiftry them- 
felves, muft of coiirfe be an infallible 
judige of men and things upon imaller 
occaiions.

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. • Then, bow. pretty it is to be fliewa 
hy the children with their £nger, a» 
one pailes along i to have Ibaogers alk.

A-ftffced repirtatipn, beyond what a 
man has intrinfic merit to fupport, is 
but a bubble, that waves about in the 
air, cafUng all the colours of a dia- 
mond, and fparkling like another fun 
for a moment J and then burfts, , 

Nor are our bufiling men really of 
that importance they figure to tjieai- 
ftlves. They only footh their fancies 
with refleffing, Kke the fly on the cha- 
riot wheel, . What a dull do wg raife 
about the country I for, in thefe party- 
motions, there is generally fomebody 
elfe at bottom, that has art enough. to 
dircft'the leaderswithout their perceiv-. 
ing it. Wherefore there is no fuch 
mighty temptation to alpire at being 
one of their number. 

Much lefs be cajoled to aft a fubor- 

■ dinate part under them : they are, 

themfelves, but engines play'd off by 

fome 
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fome flirewder hand than their own ; 
and, of all humilities, never condefcend 
to be made the tool of a tool. 

Some, perhaps, there are, who, be- 
ing to make their way into the world 
from unfavourable beginnings, . are 
forced to comply with the neceiSty of 
the times : if the country where their 
lot is caftj be fo totally rent into divi- 
fions, that no encoraagement is given 
to induftry, withput a Ipice of party 
zeal ; it is excufable in them to lift un- 
der fome colours, where they may find 
their beft advantage. 

But you, my child, by the bleffing 
of heaven, are placed in a ftate of in- 
dependence ; the neceflaries and con- 
veniencies of Hfe are ready provided to 
your hands j nor will you have any 
need to tag after the follies of otters 
for a fubfiftence : therefore it vrould be 
unpardonable in you to let yourfelf be 
overperfuaded, by dint of importunity, 
into any compliance that your judg- 
ment 
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inent difepproves, and your ^irit dis- 
dains. 

Your fituation will give, you Ibme 
degree of aedit in your coiwtty ; be it 
your care to aim at no more than be- 
longs to you. The fecret of happinefi 
lies rather iii moderating, our defires, 
than dilceming die means gfjiratifying 
them. If you can' make 'ypuric(f in- 
deed a worthy man, by tne bdft . im- 
provement ctt your natural endavf- 
ments, ' and by a difcreet, oblipij, 
.teiidly behaviour amonffj^our. npjgli- 
bours, the due fliare of emmatJbn will 
follow, without your feeking. . 

But if you ^ve way to an itch of 
popularity, you muft expefl to meet 
with many mortifying difappointments ; 
or, fhould yoa have the uncommon 
luck" to efc^pe them, you will find your 
longings encreafe, in proportion to your 
fuccefs ; fo that, after years of toiling, 
■you will be as far from contentment, 
as at your firft fetting out. 
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I do not wi(h you to enter the lifts 
of public life : the road of ambition 
is like that over the Alps, where the 
traveller thinks every Iteep a&ent he 
fees is the laft difficulty he has to 
ftruggle with ; but before he has well 
furmounted that, another, and another 
mountain difcovers itfelf behind. A 
private ftation is more fatisfa<5ory to a 
man's felf, and will make him more 
ufefiil to the Community, unlels he has 
very uncommon abilities, of which 
there is great danger he ' will form a 
"wrong judgment. 

Wherefore be it your firft ftudy, to 
diftinguifli what lies properly within 
your fphere, and what is beyond it : 
remfimber politics is a Icience, as well 
as law or phyfic, which retjuires the 
application of a whole life to learn 
compleatly. Nor is perfeflion to be 
had without pra(Sice, as well as parts 
and ■ theory ; many public meafures a 
private gentleman is not a competent 
judge of ; tor how great foever his na- 
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tural fagacity may be, he wants op- 
portunities, CO (Jiffover their fprings, ot 
trace out their ten4enpies i he v/M not 
meet with things every day that touch 
the interefts of perfens new hjjja, or 
will {x-oduce confe^uenpcs, irDbi;iou».to 
every good underflanding, ; ^ 

Therefore, if quftfim obliges jjouto 
delcant upon alLfuhJeds-eK^fm/wn!), ;do 
it with calmnefs and indiiFerence from 
iuch li^t^sasociCTt, vdthwiBpni^T^ 
nffe or IblUcjtude t§> mafctaji) ygur 
jthfifis. Where the cafe ^mits an4% 
quires yoW interfering, kpepjtqur jij^g- 
BKiit entire, that, you may difijeaj 
;^eaiiy whatjs fcafible and proper iixr 
you to do ; aiid if, upon paitifular pcr 
^fions, you fhould find it neceflary to 
apply to the paiHons of your company, 
beware of being entangled in your own 
pet, or fuffering your own paffions tQ 
hepngaged by the topics you employ 
with others ; for of all deceits, the moft 
fatal is that of deceiving, oijefelf. It 
may be fometimes expedient to raife 
a warmth in other*, but you can never 
■ ' be 



be too copl yoiirfelf ; even when you 
put on a face of fearrieftnefsj poffefe 
your own mind in tranquility;

Byorie extreme he raifes a temptar- 
tion to abules, that might not otherwife 
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be thought of ; he betrays the truft 
refiding in every oiember of the com- 
muDity; to be vigilant of the general 
welfare ; he does what in him Ues to- 
wards giving up the rights of his fpllovir 
fubjefts, and making their properties 
■precarious. 



By the other he gives occafion, to ad 
increafe of places and faJarjp& ai»d jjlf- 
tifies corruption by furnifliing if with 
the plea of neceflity ; for if nobody, 
who has not jTome dej)endM>ce,.orj .en' 
peaatioh, will .ever give thfnjjoifiiTO ' 
a good word in their mpft j&Ju.tag 
fchemes, they will naturaljy, haw Jfe- 
couHe to influence : government B)uft 
be lupported, and'if itcjojiqt .h»ve 
fnends for love, it inu(l get them for 
■money, 'Tis pity gentlemen do not 
refleft a little, that while they indulge 
an idle, (plenetic humour of cenfurin^ 
they take the moft eifeflual method to 
lelreh the income of their eftates, and 
enhance the price of all commodities 
they purchafe, by loading both with 
aditional taxes.

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Be not over forward to put yourfelf 
in inotion, but' referye your aflivity {<St 
weighty occafions, or thofe wherein 
jrou have 'a probable yiew o£ doing feii- 
yi^e. ilfyOu fie any thSng^youdiflike, 
but cannot oppofe with effe<9, bear it 
(patjently ; for every time you beftif 
yourfclfto no purpofc, you wafte your

A man in private ftation, muft 'not 
think' hitnfelf of eonfc<^uence enough t6 
gve the turn in any public affair ; te 
is of account only in conjunSion with 
others Upon the &me rank of indepen- 
d«icy ! yet the weight of the whole
